Thirty-Two Dead Is Toll 
of Gas Blast in Illinois 
Shaft Late Friday Aft-

Sbanktown, Pa., January 26.—Hope 


for the lives of some forty miners, en- 
tombed late today by an explosion in 
the Lancashire mines of the Barnes 
and Tucker Coal company here, was 
practically given up tonight when res- 
cue workers reported that the wreck- 
ed mine was dense with “black damp” 
and that water was rising rapidly in 
the underground passage ways, 

Word of the disaster spread rapid- 
ly, and within a few hours the resege 
man power of the entire western 
Pennsylvania bituminous coal fie 
was rushing to the aid of the stricken 
community. Special trains from Pitts- 
burg, Johnstown and Altoona were 
carrying trained rescue crews of the 
United States bureau of mines, the 
Cambria Steel company, and the 
Bethlehem Steel company to the 
scene. It was hoped that these men, 
wise in their calling, would be able 
to combat the poison gas and water 
and fight their way through the fall 
of rock to the number six —— | 
where the entombed miners were ey 
work when the blast came. 

Six Men Gassed, 

The first inkling of an explosion — 
to those on the surface was 4 lights

Shortly after 10 p. m., word came 
from the mine that the rescuers, dig- 
ging through the fall of rock, had 
located the body of a miner. e 
victim, it was said, had been caught 
under the cave-in. 

. Signals Unanswered. 

Fighting their way through rising 
water, the rescuers made their way 
towards the sixth heading. But at 
Heading No. 4, they found a fall of 
rock, which, it was believed, extended 
Lack to the 6th.

Farmers Faced Prosecution.

Killed Wife 


:: GRUESOME FIND FOLLOWS LINCOLN CONFESSION :: 


Sealed Heads in Concrete 


and_ Brother; 


Aurora. Dl.. January 26.—Warren | 


Lincoln today confessed to the police 
that he had shot and killed his wife 
and her brother, Byron Ssoup, Janu- 
ary 10, 1923, and had buried the 


bodies after dismembering them. The 
heads of the two, he said, would be 
found in the city dump in a concrete 
block he had moulded around them. 
He was taken to the dump and dixz- 
gers under his direction found the 
block. It weighed several hundred 
pounds. As the block was uncovered 
Lincoln swooned in the arms of Chief 
of Detectives Wirz. . 

Imbedded in the block were found 
the heads of. Mrs. Linco'n and her 
brother. ; 

Just after he told of dismember- 
ing the bodies and sealing up the 
heads in a concrete block, the police 
rushed to the dumping ground and 
found the block, about 24 inches lon,, 
18 inches wide and 12 inches thick. 
When the police chipped off the con 
crete, the heads of the victims were 
revealed. 

In the finding of the heads the au- 
thorities at last have the evidence of 
the killing which they have sought for 
months. ‘Phe mystery had its he- 
ginning in the disappearance of Lin- 
coln from bis little home and green- 
houses on the Indian Trail near bere 
last vear, under circumstances de- 
signed to make it appear that he had 
been murdered or kidnaped. Blood- 
stains which he afterwards admitted 
he had made after killing chickens, 
first pointed to a theory that Lincoln 
had been murdered or at least seriou<- 
ly maltreated, and bis body hidden or 
carried away. 

Mystery Cleared. 

Lineoln’s wife and her brether con!d 
not be found and it was vpon those 
two that Lincoln,. 
autherities, sought to 


according, to the 
throw suspicion 


for his disappearance. A few months 
later, Lincoln turned up alive and the 
mystery was regarded by many as a 
hoax, 

Howevrey, no trace of Mrs. Lincoln 
or her brother ever was found, al- 
though certain advertisements § in 
newspapers were taken by some per- 
sons to indicate they had gone to the 
far northwest. 

Lincoln last year again dropped out 
of sight but authorities of Aurora and 
Kane county quietly were seeking to 
follow his trail. Letters signed with 
his wife's name were received by her 
relatives in Moust Pulaski, Ill, and 
elsewhere, asking for money. Throug) 
these letters the suspicion arose that 
Lincoln was hiding in Chiengo as the 
letters were mailed from Evanston, 
a suburb. In that manuer Lincoln 
was traced and arrested in Chicago 
and brought here, where he made his 
first confession that his wife had sho; 
and killed her brother, andi believing 
that she was about to turn on him, 
he killed her with a poker and burned 
both bodies in the furnaces of his 
greenhouse. 

No trace of the bodies could be 
found, although the au‘horities sifted 
ashes and made a thorough search 
of the greenhouse vicivity. They 
persisted ig their efforts to obtain 
further information from L‘ncoln him- 
self and from outside sources. 

The admission today that he had 
dismembered the bodies, buried them 
and moulded concrete abou: the heads 
of both victims and tossed the block 
on the city dump was corroborated 
when the block was opencu. 

The double Filling occurred on Jn- 
vary 10, 1923, according to Lincoln's 
new confession in which the police 
say he admitted that he shot ane 


killed both. Ihe date was cnly a few 
days before Lincoln vanished to make - 


rather slyly declared that he was a~ ~ 
lawyer and knew how ¢o take care 


of himself and that his first confes- 
sion made a clear case of self-defensé@. 

The question of a motive for which 
the authorities had sought was an- 
other mystery, although there were 
evidences that Lincoln hed hatred 
against his wife and her brother. Eke 
had aeclared they often hac beat hin 
and bad wanted to get rid of him. 

Mis. Linecol» is said to have owned 
land near Roosevelt, Okla, valued at 
neariy $20,000, and this property was 
held by some investigators to have 
been a sufficient motive to a man will- 
ing to protit by murder.

Paris, January 26.—(By the Asso- 
c.ated Press.) —Premier Poincare and

“The unprecedented volume of build- 
ing construction reached: its peak in 
1923, with an estimated total expen- 
diture for all types of building of al- 
' most $6,000,000,000, following a total 
expenditure for building in 19%2 of ap- 
proximately $5,000,000,000. Any: 
thing like a contparable volume of 
construction during 1924—and various 
estimates for this year agree upon ap- 
proximately $5,000,000,000 as the to 
tal—will see the building shortage 
very nearly made up at the close of 
this year. 

“The shortage of construction was 
estimated as $8,000,000,000 in 1021. 
The country’s normal annual building 
increment, including additional ‘ lus- 
trial, residential and institutional fa- 
cilities,.is approximately $3,000,000,- 
OOO. It is thus suggested that the 
large volume of building in the last 
two years has made up the greater 
part of the post-war shortage.

Frivolities and Dissipa- 
tions of a Chorus Girl's 
Life, and Now She's a 
Grand Opera Star. 


NEW ‘‘Marguerite’’ stood be- 
fore the curtain of the Nation- 
al Opera house in Vienna the 
other night, bowing and smil- 
ing her acknowledgment of 
the enthusiastic applause that 
filled the great auditorium.

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“Bravo! Greater than Jeritza! 
were the cries she heard repeated again 
and again above the din of clapping 
hands and thumping feet. And they 
brought to this pretty little American 
girl who steod there with modest 
blushes on her dimpled cheeks the re- 
alization that in her first appearance 
in ‘Faust’? she had scored a triumph 
that comes to few young opera singers. 

The girl who heard herself acclaim- 
ed greater than Jeritza in Jeritza’s own 
city was Mary Lewis—a girl who until 
a few months ago was known to fame 
only as one of the entrancing beauties 
who had been gathered from here, 
there and everywhere to make New 
York’s musical comedy Stage a thing of 
real charm. 

But how did it happen that a little 
known chorus girl suddenly burst into 
what many critics think will prove a 
memorable career in grand opera? 

That is an interesting story and one 
which would best be written—t they 
had the talent or the inclination to turn 
nevelist or biographer—by some ot the 
other beauties who flitted betore the 
footlights with Mary Lewis. 

They know, probably better than 
any one else does, how difterent Mary 
was from the rest of the merry crowd 
with which she danced and sang. And

$168,000, and when some other man 
asserts that the paintings are by Ver- 
meer, and not by Rembrandt, and 
when all the discussion thus aroused 
stirs up again the suggestion that two 
of the millionaire art collector’s Ti- 
tians were not painted by Titian, and 
when that in turn revives the fact 
that the collector was invited to get 
out of his home city’s art jury—why, 
then, it becomes evident that the 
troubles of an art collector with mon- 
ey to burn are enough to discourage 
anybody. 

That, in all probability, is the way 
the wealthy Joseph E. Widener, of 
Philadelphia, thinks about it. Mr. 


Widener is known all over the world,- 


but particularly in the capitals and 
ancient cities of Europe where master- 
pieces are being “‘discovered”’ at an 
alarming rate as the owner of the 
world’s most expensive private col- 
lection of paintings by old masters. 

Some art authorities, particularly 
thise who have been instrumental in 
helping to sell the paintings to Mr. 
Widener, assert that the collection its 
the most valuable in the world, public 
or private. 

Those who know Mr. Widener feel 
that if he could get all the experts to 
agree on the tremendous worth of 


his collection his cup of happiness 
would be complete. But every time

The story of Joseph E. Widener as 
an art colector goes back many years, 
It may seem like a far cry between 
art and street cars, but the collection 
has its roots in rapid transit. 

Years ago Peter A. B. Widener 
owned a stall in one of the public 
markets of Philadelphia and was 


known as one of the leading mutton 
butchers.

time he had learned enough to buy 
them on the type of contingent con- 
tract always insisted on by the late 
John G. Johnson, dean of the Amer- 
ican bar. This provided that the 
seller must return the price paid for 
the painting if it could be proved a 
fake within a year or two. 

Under this contract, so the story 
went, “P. A. B.” forced a big New 
York dealer to take back some of a 
group of pictures and to surrender 
nearly three-quarters of a million 
dollars. 

Joseph E. Widener was trained by 
his father to avoid just such pitfalls. 
Some years ago, when his judgment 
in an art matter was questioned, he 
thrust his right hand into the breast 
of his coat and proclaimed: ‘‘All my 
life has been devoted to art.” 

He studied to learn how to detect 
the difference not only between all 
the schools of art but also to differ- 
entiate between the work of various 
pupils and their masters. 

Consequently any suggestion that 
Joseph E. Widener has been ‘“‘stung”’ 
is a matter of the gravest impor- 
tance. The charge against the Ti- 
tians has been bandied about in Phil- 
adelphia and elsewhere for some 
years, but the art experts always rally 
to their defense. These were acquired 
many years ago, before prices got so 
high, but they are regarded as the 
gems of the Widener <ollection. 

Nobody can estimate their worth 
because nobody could buy them. They 
may be worth a million each—if they 
are genuine. 

The Widener Art gallery, however, 
being a private place, is not open to 
those experts who are inclined to 
doubt the authenticity of the paint- 
ings. And it is an unwritten rule that 
when critics are permitied to look=«at 
such treasures they are not to violate 
the hospitality of their host by rais- 


ing questions about his artistic judg- 
ment. 


At this writing Prince Youssoupoff, 
through his attorney, has offered to 
Mr. Widener $518,000 for the re- 
turn of the two Rembrandts, ‘‘The 
Portrait of a Man” and “The Por- 
trait of a Woman.’”’ Mr. Widener’s 
counsel has indicated that he will not 
Surrender the paintings and Prince 
Youssoupoff has now sued to recover 
them. 

Youssoupoff first came into public 
prominence as leader of a band of 
Russian nobles who were said to have 
been responsible for the assassination 
of the Monk Rasputin, whose influ- 
ence over the late Czarina of Russia 
was notorious. 

Prince Youssoupoff’s wife, who ac- 
companied him to this country, is the 
beautiful Grand Duchess Irene, niece 
of the late czar. The prince’s job 
while the czar business was still do- 
ing nicely was Custodian of the crown 
jewels, and after the czar was killed 
the prince was credited with having 
smuggled the jewels out of Russia. 
When he arrived in this country he 
carried a large leather-covered box, 

which custom officials opened. After 
One leok they rushed it around to a 
burglar-proof safe deposit box for 
purposes of appraisal. 


According to Mr. Widener. he 
bought the paintings in 1920, under 
an vested for their sale back to 
the prince with: in ten years, provided 
the prince ci ght them with his own 
funds and ites d ded to bry. them.

Charles Dickens 
On February 7, English boys and 
girls remember that it is the birta- 
dav of Charles Dickens, the great 
novelist, born in 1812, who wrote 


so many books that boys and girls 
love to read. David Copperfield, 
Oliver Twist, Little Nell and Tiny 
Tim are still favorite characters. 

Dickens was able to picture the 
unhappy lives of poor, misunder- 
stood children in the slums of Lon- 
don because in writing of them he 
was only telling of his own expe- 
riences when he was a starving boy 
earning his living there by tving 
blue Inbels on pots of paste biack- 
ig, 

Dickens’ mother tried to estab- 
lish a school so that her children 
would not be turned into the streets 
to work, but was unsuccessful. The 
father of the family was a miserable 
provider, but, like Mr. Micawber of 
David Coppertied, he was always 
“expecting something to turn up.” 
When he grew older Dickens be- 
came a newspaper reporter, then he 
began to write stories for the maga- 
zines, signing them Boz. Then he 
found he could sell serial stories, 
and finally books. 

Because *Charles Dickens was a 
careful observer when he was a boy, 
in later years, when he was a great 
novelist, he was able to recall the 
Strange characters of the beef shops 
and the wharfs and describe them 
in-a way that has made them real 
to thousands of his readers. 


Thomas A. Edison 


The great American electrician 
and inventor, Thomas Edison, was 
born on February 11, 1847. When 


he was twelve years old, Edison be- 
came a newsboy on the Grand Trunk 
railroad, learning, on his travels, 
something of telegraphy. After 
working aS a telegraph operator at 
various places in the United States 
and Canada, Edison began to invent 
telegraphic appliances, including the 
automatic repeater, the printing 
telegraph and the quadruplex tele- 
graph. 

Edison’s laboratory at West Or- 
ange, New Jersey, has been the 
scene of w series of startling inven- 
tions, numbering almost a thousand. 
He has received many honors from 
his own and foreign nations for his 
inventions, Edison will no doubt 


celebrate his seventy-seventh birth- 
day this year in his workshop. 
Galileo 

Those who are interested in Ssci- 
ence have probably heard the name 
of Galilei Galileo, the famous ex- 
perimental philosopher. He was 
born February 18, 1584, at Pisa, and 
though his family was an old and 
prominent one in Italy, it seemed to 
be of “better parts than fortune,” 
for Galileo's father finally had to 
withdraw his son from school for 
lack of funds to pay for teaching. 

Galileo's father planned to make 
a doctor of him. Fearing that the 
boy would not take an interest in 
medicine if he were allowed to 


know anything of mathematics, the 


father eliminated those from his 
studies. But one time Galileo over- 
heard a lesson in geometry being 
given to the pages at the court, and 
became so interested that he soon 
1ad devoured all the geometry books 
and was studying all kinds of math- 
ematics and science. 

Galileo invented the first ther- 
mometer, an apparatus consisting 
of a bulb and tube filled with air 
the first to produce a satsifactory 
one. People laughed at Galileo for 
the strange things he saw in the 
heavens through his telescope. 
When he said that the sun did not 
revolve around the earth, but ina- 
stead the earth travels around the 
sun, he was called before the hi, @ 
church officials for heresy But time 
has proved that Galileo’s teachings 
were correct and the sun is the 
center of the universe, as he said. 


Henry W. Longfellow 


“The Children’s Poet,” Henry 
Wadsworth Longfellow, is a Feb- 
ruary birthday celebrity. He was 
born on February 27, 1807. At 
Bowdoin college, in Maine, he 
proved himself such an excellent 
student of literature that after his 
graduation, when he was only eight- 
een years old, he was made a pro- 
fessor. 

Longfellow’s father was a black- 


smith, so it was probably from him. 


that the poet got the idea for “The 
Village Blacksmith.” Mrs. Long- 
fellow, the poet’s mother, was de- 
scended from John Alden, the hero 
of the poem of the Pilgrims, “The 
Courtship of Miles Standish.” 

Two other of his poems that 
boys and girls read with pleasure 
are “Evangeline” and “Hiawatha.”
